Claims 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 7-13 are replete with numerous errors and informalities too numerous to 
mention specifically. These claims should be revised carefully. Examples of such 
errors are: 

In line 1 of claim 7, its is unclear what is guaranteed by the "guarantee hinge". 

In lines 4-5 of claim 1 it is unclear how the cap lid is closable with the inner 
thread of the closure lower part. 

In line 8, claim 7, it appears "a lid cap" should be "said cap lid", 

In line 9 of claim 1 it is unclear what a "muff' refers to.
